Leaflets appearing in East Jerusa- 
lem and the territories yesterday list 
the names of Arab policemen, of 
People who sold their land to Israe- 
lis and of suspected police infor- 
mants, Palestinian sources said. 
Signed by Islamic Jihad, the leaflets 
give different names, depending on 
where they are distributed. 

“It's sort of a death sentence 
against them, one Palestinian 
source said. “At least, that's how it’s 
seen by the people involved.” 

At the top of the list distributed in 
East Jerusalem yesterday was name 
of the Arab merchant who reported- 
ly sold the building in the Old City's 
Moslem Quarter where Trade and 
Industry Minister Ariel Sharon now 
lives. There were 14 names in all, 
including that of a rent-a-car dealer 
widely suspected of being a police 
informant.

Beatings not the way 
to restore order in 
areas, declares U.S.

The U.S. State Department yes- 
terday criticized what it called a new 
Israeli policy of beating Palestinians 
as a method of restoring calm in the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

“We are disturbed by the adop- 
tion of a policy by the government 
of Israel that calls for beatings as a 
means to restore or maintain or- 
der,”” said State Department 
spokesman Charles Redman. 

“We believe that Israel can carry 
out its responsibility to maintain or- 
der in the West Bank and Gaza 
through the use of humane mea- 
sures which do. not result in’ addi- 
tional civilian casualties,” he added. 

Asked whether the U.S. does not 
view beatings as “more humane 


than shootings,” Redman respond- 
ed, “We believe both are wrong.” 

“We also call on the Palestinian 
inhabitants of the West Bank and 
Gaza to preserve order and avoid 
acts of violence," Redman said. He 
said the U.S. was in close contact 
with the Israeli government on the 
subject. 

Redman said the U.S. had not yet 
Seen a report being submitted today 
to the UN Security Council by UN 
Undersecretary-general, Marrack 
Goulding, who toured Palestinian 
refugee camps last week.

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Soviets ask UN 
to discuss M.E.

The Soviet Union yesterday 
called on UN Secretary-General Pe- 
rez de Cuellar to convene the UN 
Security Council at the foreign min- 
ister level in order to discuss setting 
up an international conference on 
the Middle East. 

Although the Soviet proposal ap- 
peared to _be unwelcome at 
both the Foreign Ministry and the 


Prime Minister's Office, initial reac- ' 


tions last night indicated that it 
could potentially spark a heated in- 
ternal confrontation over the posi- 
tion to be taken by Israel if Perez de 
Cuellar accepts the proposal and it is 
brought to the Security Council. 

In a letter published yesterday in 
New York, Soviet Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze referred to 
the “popular uprising” by Palestin- 
ians in the occupied territories, and 
said that there was growing support 
for the idea of an international con- 
ference as the only realistic means of 
achieving a settlement of the Arab- 
Israeli conflict. 


In Jerusalem, Foreign Ministry 
Officials said that they were “not 
surprised” by the Soviet move, of 
which they were apparently notified 
in general terms in the talks held in 
Helsinki this week between Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres's policy ad- 
viser, Nimrod Novik, and the depu- 
ty head of the Soviet Foreign Minis- 
try's Middle East desk, Vladimir 
Terrasov. 

The officials. however, professed 
a distinct lack of enthusiasm for the 
initiative, saying that the UN forum 
has “great disadvantages” because 
of its low standing in Israeli eyes and 
because the PLO, in its observer 
capacity in the UN, is bound to par- 
ticipate in any Security Council de- 
bate on the matter. 

The officials noted that Shevard- 
nadze’s proposal for foreign minis- 
ter representation at a Council 
tneeting referred to the members of 
the Council. and not to the parties 
to the conflict. They said that Israel 
would not boycott a debate on the 
international conference.

since President Aquino came to 
power in 1986. 

The government has survived five 
coup attempts, the most recent and 
most nearly successful staged by dis- 
gruntied junior -military officers in 
August. 

., Military sources said Neto and 
? ¥en. Ramos had differed on how to 
handle the 19-year-old Communist 
insurgency led by the 23,000-strong 
New People’s Army (NPA), but a 
spokesman for Ieto said there was 
no personal dispute between them. 

Aquino announced the appoint- 
ment of Gen. Ramos in a nation- 
wide television address and immedi- 
ately launched a military revamp, 
appointing his deputy, Lieutenant 
General Renato de Villa, as chief of 
staff and.summoning 21 colonels to 
the presidential palace to select po- 
tential new brigadier generals. 

The third major shakeup in the 
23-month-old government came 
three months ahead of the sched- 
uled retirement of 33 generals in 
April, which was expected to trigger 
a top-to-bottom reorganization of 
the 160,000-strong armed forces. 

Tt also occurred as Communist re- 
bels and the military braced for a 
more intense showdown this year. 

A Western military attache here 
said Gen. Ramos, 59, bad apparent- 
ly won a quiet power struggle with 


the 67-year-old Heto, his former 
mentor and a fellow graduate of the 
nie military academy at West 
OTe 


Tleto told reporters yesterday that 
he felt “useless” and that his policies 
Were not being implemented. 

He and Gen. Ramos were co- 
leaders of the revolt that toppled the 
20-year Ferdinand Marcos regime 
and put Aquino in power, but they 
were widely rumoured to be at odds 
with each other in recent months. 

Tleto belonged to the army, while 
Gen. Ramos comes from the Philip- 
pine Constabulary (PC). a paramili- 
tary peacekeeping force with police, 
combat and intelligence functions. 

The new armed forces chief of 
staff. Lt. Gen. de Villa, is a Ramos 
protege and current chief of the PC, 
which used to be headed by Gen. 
Ramos. He is an artillery expert 
with a reputation as a professional 
and a political soldier. 

Military sources said Brigadier 
General Ramon Montano, Manila’s 
security chief, was expected to be 
the next-PC chief. They also said 
Gen, Ramos must retire from the 
armed forces before he can join the 
cabinet. 

Aquino praised Heto in her televi- 
sion address, saying that he was 
“one of the most highly decorated 
men in our history” and the archi- 
tect of the crushing of a Communist 
rebellion in the 1950s. 


Tleto became defence secretary in 
November 1986 when Aquino 
sacked Juan Ponce Enrile after he 
was linked to a military coup plot. 

Heto fought with U.S. forces in 
the Pacific theatre in World War 0, 
and later founded the Philippine 
Amny Scout Rangers, an elite force’ 
that led a successful campaign 
against a Communist rebellion in 
the 1950s. 

Deto submitted his resignation 
January 14 but waited until after 
Monday's crucial local government 
elections to announce he was step- 
ping down in order not to “rock the 
boat,” military sources said.

LONDON (Reuter) — Iraqi dissi- 
dents living in Britain believe the 
suspected poisoning of one of their 
political friends in London is part of 
a covert terror campaign by tbe 
Baghdad government against exiled 
opponents. 

Abdullah Rahim Sharif Ali, the 
Iraqi director of a bankrupt Landon 
publishing company died on 
Wednesday, Police said they were 
looking for three men from Iraq 
whom they suspect of poisoning him 
at a London restaurant on January 
5. He was admitted to hospital suf- 
fering from severe stomach pains 10 
days later and died this week. 

A police spokesman said Scotland 
Yard's anti-terrorist squad had tak- 
en over investigations because of the 
suspicious circumstances of Sharif 
Ali's death which could be related to 
huge debts run up by his New Era 
Publications Company. But exiled 
Iraqi opponents of the Baghdad 
government told British Indepen- 
dent Television the killing was polit- 
ically motivated and police had 
wamied them they were targets of 
Iraqi agents. 

The son of a former Iraqi prime 
minister. Saad Jabr. said on televi- 
sion that a hit-list of Baghdad's se- 
cret service included the names of 
some 30 Iraqis, half of them living in 
England. 

Jabr, who leads an opposition 
group and runs an anti-Iraqi mews- 
paper from London, said: “We 
inew very well when we embarked 
on this road for the liberation of 
Irag we would be in danger. So we 
just take it in our stride.” Sharif 
Ali's death follows the killing last 
Sunday of Mahdi al-Hakim, a prom- 
inent Shi'ite Iraqi opposition leader 
also living ia Britain, who was shot 
dead during a visit to Sudan.

SHLOMO “CHICH™ Lahat tells a 
story about what the late Simha 
Ehrlich told him when Lahat an- 
nounced in 1977 that he planned to 
seek a Liberal Party nomination for 
the Knesset. 

“You won't get the votes,” Ehr- 
lich said to the popular Tel ree 
mayor, whose first four years in of- 
fice had convinced him that the way 
to attack municipal problems was to 
get onto the Knesset Finance 
Committes. :

If WAS TEDDY Kollek who first 
used the phrase “the high commis- 
sioner” to describe the Interior Min- 
istry — indeed, the entire central 
government. 

He was making the point that 
while locally elected politicians are 
responsible for the nitty-gritty prob- 
lems of the citzens’ daily life, these 
politicians have little or no control 
over the budgets that are supposed 
to be used to implement their deci- 
eet ᾿ sions. The Interior Ministry holds 
= ee the purse strings. 


ARYE GUREL says that, “There is 
an attitude left over from the Man- 
date that says the natives won’t ever 
ἢ have independence, so all the real 
Page decisions were in the hands of the 
high commissioner. And that tradi- 
tion continues. 


“As personally elected officials, 
°& we see ourselves personally respon- 
sible for what is done. But with no 
decision-making about basic issues 
by the central government, we have 
to live with the results of our actions 
- and the government's inaction, 
“We,” he adds, referring to the 
mayors of Israel, “have no time to 
fight that tradition.” Then he adds, 
wistfully, “Maybe one day the pub- 
lic will think differently about it.” - 


The tradition 
of coalitions 


IN THE 1983 municipal elections, 
these three mayors all won more 
than 55 per cent of the vote in their 
a cities -- the three largest cities in the 
= country. 
Sweeping into office with vast 
rsonal majorities that were also 
translated into political majorities. 
none of them needed a coalition. but 
all formed one. Like the Interior 
Ministry's attitude toward local au- 
thorities, coalitions are a tradition in 
Israel. 
Lahat formed the first “national 
unity” coalition, striking a deal with 
the Labour Party, which has been in 
- opposition in Tel Aviv since after 
the 1973 war. . 
“Asusual, Kollek made a deal with 
the religious parties, co-opung them 
into the municipal power structure 
in order to minimize conflict with 
them. As usual, an issue arosé closer 
to the end, rather than the begin- 
ning, of the term of office that made 
the religious pull out of the coali- 
tion.

The reason, he says, that the may- 
ors of Israel's cities, “are on the 
whole more competent” than the 
nationally elected politicians in the 
Knesset, is that mayors are elected 
directly by the people. 

Gurel says that, ““The central gov- 
ernment’s awareness of the public is 
through the media. We encounter 
our voters daily.” : 

His comment echoes loudly in this 
article. 


GUREL attributes the dovishness 
evident in many of the country's 
mayors to this “daily encounter with 
the voter.” : 

When Israeli Arabs decided to 
strike and demonstrate in solidarity 
with the Palestinians of the tertito- 
ries, Gurel was in touch with Haifa’s 
Arab community. 

His believes his talks with the 
Arab leadership in his city was 
based on an understanding -- he 
won't use the word “sympathy” — of 
their concerns about the West Bank- 
ers and Gazans. And as a result of 
those discussions, he believes, 
“There was no violence in Haifa. If 
the central government had the 
same awareness of the day-to-day 
life between Jews and Arabs, then 
maybe they could have taken action 
to. avoid what happened 
elsewhere.” 

“Our dovishness,” he says, “is ἃ 
result of our day-to-day lives with 
the public, with all its political atti- 
tudes. We don’t sit on an Olympus. 
We don't meet with people only oc- 
casionally. We meet with them all 
the time.” ᾿ 


TEDDY KOLLEK is not someone 
who talks philosophy. 

Pragmatism, which was called ac- 
tivism in the days when Ben-Gurion 
was trying to create the Rafi alterna- 
tive, and was called functionalism 
when Moshe Dayan was running the 
show in the administered territories, 
is Kollek’s total approach to all 
matters. ;

Kollek talks about “urban solu- 
tions” to the political problems Je- 
rusalem faces, and the fact that “out 
of our own self-interest, in order to 
keep the city quiet,” the city has to 
provide as good a service to 
as it does to Jews. 

Jerusalem as a symbol belongs to 
the Israelis. It's the Israeli flag flying 
over the city. But asa city, it belongs 
to whoever lives there. Since 1967, 
the numerical relationship between 
Jews and Arabs has remained stable 
with about 17 per cent Arab.

GUREL EXTRAPOLATES dov- 
ishness from daily contacts while 
Kollek’s pragmatism is based on the 
assumption that the best thing for 
the Jews is a peaceful Jerusalem. 

Lahat’s apparent dovishness — his 
forthright readiness to give up all of 
the territories, excluding Jerusalem, 
but. with some arrangements for 
Arab co-optation into the function- 
ing of city hall — is something the 
mayor says he’s believed since he 
was O/C Central Command after 
the Six Day War. 


“I've held my views since 1967,” 
he says. “I don't believe in a society 
that is always fighting. If there’s no 
choice, well, there’s no choice. But 
when there's a choice, everything 
has to be done to avoid fighting. We 
have to find any way we can to live 
with our neighbours.” 


“'m happy,” adds Lahat, “that 
we aren't spiritually built for the 
easy handling of the situation. There 
are military solutions, but we're sen- 
sitive to the mora! problems. And 
that’s good. 


“I don't want to risk the existence 
of the country, but we have to look 
for solutions.” 

These views, he says, “have been 
known to the Likud all along. I used 
to argue with Menachem Begin 
about it.” t 

So why stay in the Likud? 

“Abb, well, first of all, I'm not a 
socialist. I believe in certain things — 
free enterprise, compensation for 
productivity — and these are things 
that J found in the Liberal Party and 
not in the Labour Party.” 

But the Liberal Party isn’t exactly 
a spring of political purity 
nowadays. 

“Yes, it’s fallen. It's fallen, that's 
true,” he admits. 

Sbamir says the mayor is no au- 
thority for the Likud when it comes 
to matters of state, of foreign affairs 
and defence. 

“The Likud took me on when be- 
ing a retired general was a hard card 
in politics. 501 went to the Liberal 
Party and ran-for-mayor and nobody 
thoughtd could-win; but Ldid: There 
were some who Said that they Want- 


prove that there was no political val- 
ue to ex-generals. 

“They nurtured me, they backed 
me, in my campaigns for mayor. I 
feel loyalty.” 

But Lahat’s views belong in some 
other framework... 

“The New Liberal Centre, of 
righteous memory,” he laughs. 

“In a democracy.” he continues, 
“there have to be two main forces. 
Here it’s either Likud or Labour, 
and I'm Likud.” 


THERE HAD BEEN talk in the 
past about a Mayors’ Party. founded 
by Kollek, Lahat and Gurel, which 
would include various leaders from 
local authorities. It would be a party 
that would put electoral reform and 
a constitutional autonomy for local 
authorities on its banner. 

But none of us have time to put it 
together.” 

Kollek thought, for a while, about 
ἃ Jerusalem Ministry but the pieces 
in the political kaleidescope never 
fell into place. 

Lahat spent about a month at the 
bead of the New Liberal Centre, 
which devoured itself in the person- 
al pride and prestige of various 
hacks who tried leaping onto the 
NLC podium. 


GUREL NEVER talks about 
“coexistence.” 

“J talk about living together. I 
don't want to live side by side. I 
want Jews and Arabs to live 
together.” 

“Our problem,” he says, "15 that 
the central government — this na- 
tional unity government — isn’t able 
to decide anything. It can't deal with 
the basic issues facing us: The peace 
issue is one. But there are other 
issues: economic issues, education 
for the post-industrial era, housing, 
problems, pollution. These are real 
issues that people need answers to, 
and the central government can’t 
address any of those issues, can’t 
address anything important.” 

He deliberately uses the phrase 
“central government.” One can 
hear some bitterness in his voice 
when he calls it “the national unity 
government.” The bitterness is not 
only a Labour Party politician's un- 
- happiness. with the current prime 
minister. It's a mayor’s unhappiness 
with a government that seems com- 
pletely paralysed. . 

ΜῈ hear people all the time. Ev- 
eryone wants caim and quiet, of 
course. Of late, I've been hearing 
people, hawks even, saying that 
maybe the Allon Plan was the right 
way to deal with the situation — grv- 
ing it all up, except for security 
borders.” * 


BUT THE politicians in Jerusalem 
don’t seem to be hearing the same 
voices that the mayors hear, nor 
aking in the same voices. 
Kollek goes to al-Aksa and prom- 
ises the mufti that Border Policemen 
who were out of line last Friday will 


be punished. The next day, Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin says that 
beatings are a legitimate puinish- 
ment in the territories. 

“It doesn’t look as bad as shoot- 
ing.” explains Rabin. 

In Jaffa, Lahat knows, the stone- 
throwing on Yefet Street was more 
about the relationship between a lo- 
cal underclass of junkies and petty 
thieves than it was about what some 
Herut activists a few days later 
called “the dissolution of the Green 
Line.” Lahat knows there were Li- 
kud politicians who were almost 
gleeful about the stone-throwing in 
Jaffa on Solidarity Day because it 
proved that Israeli Arabs are unreli- 
able. 

But from his point of view, the 
stone-throwing was abominable. 
There was, however, legitimate pro- 
test and demonstration in Jaffa 
about the situation in the territories, 
and about the standard of living in 
Arab Jaffa, a community of 3,000 
comprising about one-third of one 
per cent of the population of Tel 
Aviv. 


ALL THREE MAYORS are practi- 
cally imploring when they talk about 
electoral reform. 


Gurel is not convinced that elec- - 


toral reform would lead to the right 
decisions being made by a govern- 
ment so elected, “but it would 
help.” 

Lahat is certain that electoral re- 
form, including a direct vote for 
prime minister, would drastically 
improve the quality of management 
in the government. “It’s a responsi- 
bility to the people,” he says, “and 


it’s one of the cornerstones of 
democracy.” 

Kollek merely says “that our po- 
litical sou! needs it." He made one 
of his rare public trips to Tel Aviv 
this month to take part in a demon- 
stration for it. 

Mayors, all three say, are handed 
burdens by the central government 
but are not handed the money to 
ease those burdens. 

“So,” says Gurel, ‘‘we find out- 
selves doing unpopular things, try- 
ing to do what's right. We have to 
raise taxes because if the central 
government won't pay for better 
schooling, we have to pay.” 

Lahat points to his recent decision 
to succumb to religious pressure not 
to appoint a woman to the secular 
council responsible for.the nomina- 
tion of a chief rabbi. “If there was a 
constitution.” says Lahat, “there 
wouldn’t have been such an embar- 
rassment. The relationship between 
religious and non-religious would be 
based on the law and not on political 
trickery." ἢ 

The mayor claims he decided to 
knuckle under because it was the 
only way he could get Rabbi Yisrael 
Lau to accept a nomination, and as 
far as Lahat is concerned, Lau 
would be the best rabbi for Tel 
Aviv. 


EACH MAYOR PUTS peace at the 
top of an imaginary agenda that ex- 
ists in the hypothetical situation that 
they are propelled overnight into 
the prime minister's chair. 

Gurel puts economics next. Kol- 
lek puts everything into the peace 
bag: “It's all inter-related,” he says. 
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how to deal with the 
troubles in the areas 


Lahat explains why aliya from the 
West is the second item on his 
agenda. 

“Western Jews from America, 
Europe. want to see us come to an 
understanding with the Arabs. give 
up the territories. That view, I tell 
them, makes it necessary for them 
to come settle here. 

“But if I tell them to come settle 
here, I have to make things more 
attractive for them. I have to give 
better education, better culture, a 
better standard of-living. 

ΜῈ can go to an American Jew and 
say, ‘I can’t give you the same stan- 
dard of living as you have here in 
Miami, or Boston, or Los Angeles. 
You'll have to give up 20 per cent of 
what you have.’ But 1 also have to 
be abie to guarantee that they'll find 
that other 80:per cent. To do that, I 
need to build an economy. And to 
build an economy. I need peace.” 


LAHAT IS afraid that, “If things 
continue as they are now, in one, 
two generations Israel will be a me- 
diocre, unattractive country. In a 
couple of generations, American 
Jewry will have completely given up 
identification with us. We'll be a 
poor relative that's been shnorring 
for too long.” 

Unsaid is that as the situation in 
the territories becomes more acute, 
with the government unable to 
choose a political solution, the mili- 
tary solution will make Israel look 
no different than any Third World 
country with rioting in the streets, 
political arrests and curbs on civil 
rights. That could make America 
give up its identification with Israel. 


AS THINGS STAND NOW. in the 
coming elections, voters will cast 
their ballots for both national politi- 
cal parties and focal mayors. 

The mayors have always pre- 
ferred a seperation of the vote. “It 
helps voters concentrate on munici- 
pal affairs," says Lahat, “when the 
votes are separate.” 

Kollek has always seemed to sur- 
vive despite the fact that Jerusafe- 
mites vote for him and his Labour- 
affiliated One Jerusalem at the 
municipal level, while voting for 
Herut at the national level. Gurel 
has no real problem in still-red 
Haifa. 

Lahat — or the Likud ~ might have 
a problem. “if, as things appear, the 
territories and peace will be the 
main issue in the elections,” says the 
Tel Aviv mayor. 

“If it looks like my position on the 
territories will harm the the Likud, 
well, Ill draw the appropriate 
conclusions.” 

Democracy stands on three legs. 
he notes: “The people's right to 
choose its leadership, which creates 
majority rule. The protection of the 
minorities. which means the civil 
rights of the individual. And a free 
flow of information to the public, 
which forces elected officials to be 
responsible to tne public.” 

Gurel says the same thing, almost 
word for word. And more than any 
other mayor, Kollek knows how dif- 
ficult it will be to achieve the consti- 
tution, knows how events overtake 
plans, how compromise can be 
swamped by pride, and how ideolo- 
py can keep trying to set the fires 
that the pragmatist wants to put out.

in Ramle 


FROM A DISTANCE it looked as 
though the'troubles in the territories 
had spread to Israel's heartland as 
smoke and dust hung over Ramle 
and a siren wailed nearby. Certainly 
it would not have been a total sur- 
prise. The city, half-way between 
Jerusalem and Tel Aviv, comprises 
39.000 Jews and nearly 9,000 Arabs 
who live cheek by jowl in modern 
apartment blocks and in narrow 
tumbje-down streets around the 
market. 

Relations have always been cor- 
dial - at least on the personal level — 
but lately, the violence in the West 


Bank and Gaza has cast a shadow 
bigger than the looming chimneys of 
the local Nesher cement works, the 
source of all that smoke. 

Nowadays, conversation between 
the two groups tends to be shallow 
and short. No one wants to stray 
into dangerous territory. “We get 
on fine,” remarked a Jewish resi- 
dent. “But we don’t talk politics. 
You don’t know where it will end.” 
An Arab market trader agreed. 
“The Jews are our neighbours and 
our friends but they can't expect us 
not to feel angry at what is happen- 
ing,” he said.

Until the troubles began, Ramle 
was considered a small, barely sig- 
nificant place. Its main claim to 
modem-day fame lay with its dis- 
graced former mayor and ex-cabinet 
minister Aharon Abuhatzeira who 
was caught misusing government 
funds. 

But today the city — the only one 
founded by the Arabs during their 
rule over Palestine -- joins Lod, Hai- 
fa, Jaffa and other mixed municipal- 
ities as indicators of whether the 
sickness that exists across the Green 
Line will spread into Israel proper.

“ know this city is as mach mine as it is yours,’ an Arab taxi-driver tells his Jewish

and his officiais have been working 
overtime to ensure that it doesn't. 
But, he admitted, he cannot be sure 
of success. Rabi believes that Arab- 
Jewish ties in his city are still healthy 
~ in the short term. But, he went on, 
if the violence continues then ex- 
tremists on both sides will be ready 
to pounce, 

“There is no doubt that a prolon- 
gation of the situation in the territo- 


fet 
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ries will eventually have an affect on 
day-to-day life here,” warned the 
mayor. “At the moment, there is 
little sign of it. The Arabs in this 
town are Israelis and are treated by 
inost of their neighbours in an hon- 
durable way. 
. “There is no holiday or event in 
Ramle that is not attended by both 
communities. They come to our simn- 
chas and we go to theirs. So far the 
story of Ramle has been one that 
rarely makes the headlines, a story 
"οὗ successful coexistence.” 

But, Rabi continued, the first in- 
dications of disquiet could be felt. 
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At the peak of the violence, he had 
gone to the leaders ofthe Arab com- 
munity .and assured them that tocal 
Jews wanted only good, neighbourly 
relations. Then. together with the 
mayor of nearby Lod, he had visited 
the local Arab high school to pass on 
the same message. 

“] told them that violence would 
never solve our problems and that it 
would lead nowhere,” recalled the 
mayor. “One of the pupils told me 
he was not in favour of violence 
either. But he asked me, where was 
the justice in a soldier firing a gun at 
a boy who had thrown stones at 
him?” 

Rabi told the questioner that the 
soldier had no choice. His gun was 
his only weapon and the boy had 
thrown stones with the intention of 
injuring him. He had no idea wheth- 
er the answer satisfied the pupil and. 
he admitted, the longer the violence 
continued the harder the questions 
would be. Extremists, both Jewish 
and Arab, were feeding on the 
conflict. 


TOURING THE streets of Ramie, 
it is hard to imagine that anything 
could disrupt the sleepy pace of 
small-town life. In the market, ove- 
looked by the 13th- century White 
Tower mosque, Jews and Arabs bar- 
gained as they had for years.and a 
group of taxi drivers stood by their 
vehicles discussing “the situation 
in the violence-torn territories just a 
few miles away. 

A Jewish taxi driver gestured at 
an Arab co : “What's so bad 
for you here?” he asked. “You live 
better than 1 do. You've got the 
same rights and you don't have to 
serve in the army. Your home is as 
big as mine. You own your taxi. 
What's so bad?” 

The two drivers, by -now sur- 
rounded by a squabbling crowd, 
stood facing each other. “Look, IT 
know I’m an Israeli and 1 know this 
city is as much mine as it is yours,” 
the Arab replied. “It's good here, of 
course it is. But I've got relatives in 
the West Bank and they want their 
own country. Can't you understand 
that?” 

There was a moment of silence. 
Then the Jew smiled, let loose an 
oath in Arabic and threw his arm 
around the other man’s shoulder. 
The moment of confrontation was 
over. Friendly relations had been 
resumed. 

Shoshana Alter, who runs a chick- 
en_and salad and snack bar in the 
heart of the market, reflected the 
Jekel and Hyde attitude of many 
Jewish residents to the minorities. 
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“Why should there be any

“We don't feel discriminated 
against and we see ourselves as Is- 
raelis.

WHAT LINGERS IN the mind af- 
ter visiting settlements in Samaria 
this week and travelling through its 
towns and countryside is the bush 
outside Benny Katzover's office 
window in Elon Moreh. 

It is a suprising mix of reddish 
tints and green. and it is illuminated 
by the sun like a childhood memory. 
The settlement is little more than a 
decade old, but that friendly bush, 
which the head of the Samaria Re- 
gional Council glances at now across 
the room as he gathers his thoughts 
projects a powerful sense of place. 

“We've entered a new stage in the 
struggle over Eretz Yisrael,” says 
Katzover."“"We're stil] years away 
from a decision, but it’s increasingly 
clear even to people in Tel Aviv that 
the Arabs intend to go for broke. 
They don’t just want Judea and Sa- 
maria; they want Acre and Jaffa.” 


THE CLOUDS OF tear gas parted 
over Samaria this week to reveal a 
stunning Jandscape. Almond trees 
are beginning to blossom, and red 
poppies pepper the fields. Minarets 
of Arab villages and red roofs of 
Jewish settlements appear on the 
horizon periodically as one travels 
north from Jerusalem; but the major 
impression is one of openness -- 
slopes dotted with olive trees, small 
valleys lush after this winter's gener- 
ous rains, sculpted hills undulating. 

An Arab boy drives a herd of 
sheep across the fields. An old Arab 
man tends a grazing cow by the 
roadside. They too project an imme- 
morial sense of place. 

“It is possible to make of this 
round of disturbances just another 
Passing wave and return to normal,” 
says Yisrael Harel in Ofra. “But 1 
don’t think that will happen. The 
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governent is giving the Arabs other 
signals. It is signalling that our place 
here is tem

The “almost” reflects the road- 
blocks and occasional stones en- 
countered when passing through 
neighbouring Arab villages, in some 
of which there had never been trou- 
ble since Ofra became the first set-

. Soldiers posted in the centre οἱ 
the adjacent village of Ein Yabrud 
guard the main access road between 
Ofra and the Jerusalem highway. 


SETTLERS LIVING around Nab- 
lus continue to go into that city regu- 
larly to make purchases. Even in the 
non-nationalist settlement of Eman- 
uel, made up exclusively of ultra- 
Orthodox haredim, mostly from 
Bnei Brak and Jerusalem, residents 
maintain that the troubles have not 
affected their daily lives.

“Everyone here has learned to 
shoot in order to do guard duty, and 
most of the men carry a weapon 
with them when they leave the set- 
tlement,” said a young haredi.

And yet... 

In what is said, the way it is said, 
and what is unsaid, one senses that 
the basic certainties that have sus- 
tained Gush Emunim in its remark- 
able assertion of will ~ messianic, 
historical certainties that imposed a 
substantial Jewish presence in the 
biblical heartland -- have been shak- 


en for the first time. The end of | 


settlement beyond the Green Line is 
not nigh, nor is it inevitable, but for 
Gush leaders it may now be 
imaginable. 

“There is concern about the polit- 
ical possibilities.” says Harel, editor 
of Nekuda, the thoughtful journal 
serving the settlements in the terri- 
tories. “Not about the settlements’ 
continued existence but about the 
nation’s will, about where its roots 
are, what its vision is. 


“We're still lacking certain basic” 


elements in our national character — 
a feeling of statehood ( mamilach- 
tiut), of balance. In Europe or else- 
where. no people would waive its 
claim on its land because “another 
people was living there. If there 
were retreat, it wouldn't stop at the 
Green Line. There would be a spiri- 
tual retreat that could threaten the 
existence of the state.” 

Prime Minister Shamir has spo- 
ken about autonomy in the past, 
says Harel, but his current state- 
ments about it are different. “Now 
he means it. Before he didn't. He 
may get tangled in it and have to.go 
bevond it.” 


IN ELON MOREH, Benny Kat- 
Zover says he’s not worried about 
the future of the settlements. But 
the dynamic leader sounds subdued: 

“The statements you hear from’ 
within Likud about us being in a 
dead-end situation and having to 
find a way out at any price gives us 
concern. Such statements suggest a 
crumbling of the line. In the long 
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term, it could lead to Likud drag- 
ging after Labour in trying to get out 
of Judea and Samaria.” 

The heights of Elon Moreh offer 
one of the grandest views in the 
land. Below, Nablus sprawls in the 
broad valley between Mount Geri- 
zim and Mount Ebal. Here, the Bi- 
ble tells us, the Twelve Tribes path- 
ered in general assembly under 
Joshua after fighting their way into 
the hill country from the Jordan riv- 
er fords. Round about, high hills roll 
away to the horizon, as gaunt and 
imposing as they would have been 
then. 

“We live in faith,” says Michael 
Lixenberg, one of the settlement's 
residents. “We believe that in the 
end, what is happening will work 
out for the best.” 


Faith perhaps, but even the 
kippa-wearing members of Gush 
Emunim have never relied on mit- 
acles to achieve their political goals, 
at least not in the short and medium 
term. Increasingly in recent weeks, 
the word “transfer™ has been voiced 
in nationalist circles - not as an ac- 
tion programme, not even as a long- 
term objective, but as a definite op- 
tion if the Israeli-Palestinian 
confrontation becomes intolerable. 

“Half a year ago,” says Harel, 
“90 per cent of the people would 
have objected to transfer. Tdoay, 30 
to 40 per cent would argue that it's 
not a dirty word or an inhuman poli- 
cy. On the contrary, they would ar- 
gue it’s a way to avoid friction.” 


TT IS NOT clear whom people using 
the term are referring to when they 
suggest the possibility of “transfer” 
— refugees living in camps, all the 
Arabs in the territories or perhaps 
even Israeli Arabs as well. 

Harel himself speaks not of trans- 
fer but of annexation. With emigra- 
tion of Arabs from the West Bank to 
seek work in the Arab world, the 
demographic growth is not as high 


as is generally supposed, he says. 
And in the demographic struggle, 
the Jews are not without their own 
resources. 

Nevertheless, the notion of trans- 
fer, or expulsion, is one that seems 
likely to be voiced with increasing 
conviction by an increasingly broad- 
er section of the population if the 
situation deteriorates. 

From an ideological position of 
the extreme right -- a position dis- 
missed as demented by the bulk of 
the population -- it could come to be 
seen as a measure of self-preserva- 
tion even by people sensitive to its 
moral repugnance. Even dovish La- 
bour Party leaders have issued 
vague but dire-sounding warnings to 
Israel's Arabs in recent weeks not to 
let the situation get out of hand. 

In an article in the current issue of 
Nekuda . right-wing ideologue Elya- 
kim Ha’etzni notes these warnings 
and agrees that a potential exists for 
a new conflagration that would fol- 
Jow the pattern of the War of Inde- 
pendence —: that is, a total war 
against the Arab states and Palestin- , 
ians, a war in which Israel would 
suffer 10 per cent casualties “and 
expuision/flight of most of the 
Arabs.” 


To avoid such an eventuality, 
Ha’etzni proposes a plan of his own, 
which would offer autonomy to the 
Arabs of the territories -- except for 
security. foreign affairs, water re- 
sources, coinage and other elements 
— after Israel has imposed its sover-

If it 
calms down, I do not know whether 
ΤΊ! take al] our Gaza workers back, 
maybe I'll take less than half, just 
the professionals, those we trained 
here.

In the Ligat textile factory in Kir- 
yat Gat, the manpower manager 
said he had no real problems since 
only five or six of his workers were 
from Gaza. The real problems, he 
said, are in the Polgat textile factory 
in the same town. There, he said, we 
have hundreds of workers from 
Gaza. However, the Poigat manag- 
ers did not want to meet me. If the 
present wave of unrest in Gaza con- 
tinues, Polgat may well start replac- 
ing some of its Gazan workers with 
foreign workers from Europe .

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Moslem fundamentalism: 
the Jewish example 


IF THERE is an upsurge of militant 
Islamic fundamentalism in Israel 
and the territories, it is due at least 
as much to the “Israeli impact” and 
to the example of Jewish fundamen- 
talism as to any influence from 
abroad. 

This is the view of Albert Aghzar- 
ian, spokesman of Bir Zeit Universi- 
ty and a historian specializing in Is- 
lam. Not surprisingly, it is a view 
that engenders little sympathy from 
Jewish observers of Islam and the 
local Arab scene. 

ian argues that 60 per cent 
of the Arab population is under 25 
and have never been abroad. They 
may have Jordanian passports, but 
most have never been in Amman. 

“They don’t compare themselves 
to other Arabs, but to the Jews," 
says the historian, an Armenian liv- 
ing in the Old City of Jerusalem. His 
own position, he feels, is that of the 
“traditional Armenian role of medi- 
ator,” but he is also clear in defining 
himself as a Palestinian. 

Aghzarian says that the flourish- 
ing οἵ refigion in Israel, as evidenced 
by such phenomena as the closing of 
cinemas on Shabbat, has left its im- 
print on youths in even the most 
remote areas of Gaza and the West 
Bank. At the same time, he sees 
that secular Israelis are steadily 
moving away from contact with Ar- 
abs,-especially in Jerusalem: 

Gush Emunim is to be found in 
the heart of the Arab pi 5 
while Yeshivat Ateret anim, 
which has recently taken in Trade 
and Commerce Minister Ariel Shar- 
on as a neighbour, is located in the 
centre of the Moslem Quarter of the 
Old City. Their influence is certainly 
no less than that of Iran. 

Historically, be argues, the role of 
religion was dismissed in the Arab 
resurgence that swept this area in 
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the 19th century. Beginning with the 
Napoleonic invasion in 1831, na- 
tional movements — and various 
forms of socialist ones — were in the 
forefront. This was due, at least in 
part, to the role of Christian Arab 
intellectuals as well as secularists. 
In Ivan, on the other hand. reli- 
gion was the cement that held to- 
gether the nationalist movements. 
In symbolic terms, the Moslem 
world could be said to be divided 
between the turbans and the neck- 
ties. Here it was the neckties who 
held sway; in Iran, the turbans. 
Even Haj Amin al-Husseini, the 
mufti of Jerusalem who led Arab 
Opposition to the Jewish presence in 
Palestine during the period of the 
British Mandate, was in essence a 
nationist figure, even though he oc-

cupied in religious office, Aghzarian 
argues. In Iran, on the other hand, 
even the opposition to the present 
regime is led by religious figures. 
it is perhaps this relatively minor 
impact which religious pepsi has 
had on the area which has led both 
Israeli Jews and local Arab national- 
ists to make the mistake of dismiss- 
ing religious movements as a viable 
force. In fact, within a very short 
time, the religious activists -have 
now moved from a parochial passiv- 
ity to militant activism, from break- 
ing. windows in local restaurants 
which serve whiskey to open con- 
frontation with Israeli troops. 

Another common mistake, the 
historian notes, bas been the ten- 
dency to lump together two very 
different schools of thought within 
Islam. On the one hand, there are 
those who see in Mohammed a cul- 
mination of the revelation which be- 
gan with Judaism and Christianity. 
In this view, the utopian society has 
already been achieved and Moslems 
need only return from the error of 
their ways. 

The other school of thought bases 
its philosophy on the passage from 
the Koran which says, “We have 
made you a nation in the middle.” 
In this view, Islam is a faith which is 
valid for all societies at all times, 
and which interacts with the needs 
of society. 

The present militant upsurge is an 
indication that those who follow the 
second, more flexible viewpoint, 
those whose ideology makes it possi- 
ble for them to join forces with the 
nationalists, are in the ascendancy. 
Their leaders are low-level] religious 
officials, rather than the leaders of 
the Moslem establishment. Their 
base is in the youth clubs. not the 
me 065. 

It is these leaders who now appeal 
to the relatively unsophisticated 
young people who see in religious 
fundamentalism a meaningful form 
of self-identity in a complex and be- 


wildering environment, especially in 
the face of the extremely frustrating 
Israeli occupation. For such people, 
Aghzarian argues, the message is a 
simple one: The Jews follow their 
religion and the Jews have power. 


AGHZARIAN'S view does not find 
a receptive audience in Jewish cir- 
cles. Rabbi Shiomo Riskin, the spir- 
itual leader of Efrat, a largely reli- 
gious Jewish settlement between 
Bethlehem and Hebron, takes issue 
with the opinion that Jewish “funda- 
mentalism™ is giving rise to Moslem 
fundamentalism. 

Riskin says he can “hardly believe 
that the typical Moslem in the street 
has greater exposure to Jewish fun- 
damentalism that to Khomeini. 
Moreover. he adds, one cannot say 
that in Israel the fundamentalists are 
in control. Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir is not a fundamentalist, he 
says, “at least not a retigious 
fundamentalist." 

Riskin himself meets regularly 
with the mukhtars of villages in his 
area, many of whom are religious 
Moslems. But, he adds, they ex- 
change views and they know that 
Riskin himself is moderate in his 
views. : 

He bridles at the characterization 
of all observant Jews as extremists. 
and fundamentalists. 

..“There are entire communities 
such as Efrat, or Elkana in Samaria, 
that are very moderate. The fact is 
that there are many Jews who wear 
kippot and their tzitzit out who are 
not fundamentalists,” he stresses. 
“Unfortunately, it is true that the 
media likes to exaggerate the funda- 
mentalist views on both sides.” 


FOR DR. Raphael Yisraely, an ex- 
pert on Islam at the Hebrew Univer- 
sity who takes the view that Islam 
cannot tolerate being under the rule 
of another faith, the theory that 
Mosiem extremists imitate their 
Jewish counterparts is an “excuse.” 

“It is self-evident that the trend 
(towards militancy) began with 
(Libyan leader Muammar) Gad- 
dafi,” Yisraely maintains, adding, 
“What about Lebanon where they 
see Moslem leaders standing up to 


“the Americans?” 


In October 1968, following the 
cataclysm of the Six Day War, Mos- 
lem clerics “from Morocco to Indo- 
nesia" gathered for a conference at 
Al-Azhar University in Cairo to de- 
termine what went wrong. They 
came to the conclusion that the 
Moslems Jost the war because they 
had left their faith, according to 
Yisraely.

NOT MUCH MORE than a year 
ago, anti-apartheid groups in South 
Africa were on a high.

out, even a love poem may inspire a 
youngster to ask about the life 
beliefs of the poet -- and it is more 
than likely that he wiil prove to be a 
supporter of the PLO. 

So the safe thing is to teach the 
Arab youths all about the birth of 
Zionism. the Holocaust, the pio~ 
neers, the ghetto, the underground 
resistance against the Nazis, the po- 
ems of Bialik and Tchernikovsky. 
They have on their schoolroom 
walls such powerful Zionist slogans 
as. “We will be free in our own 
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homeland.” They are aught the im- 
portance of the Zionist ideals of self- 
help, of self-reliance, of pioneering, 
of building the country with one’s 
own hands, 

So you know what the ingrates are 
doing with this lovely free education 
we provide for them? They are 
transferring the whole caboodle to 
the Palestinian experience. They 
equate the Arab refugee dispersion 
with the Jewish Diaspora, and sub- 
stitute the Palestinian for the Jew in 
all those great poems and Zionist 
philosophical treatises. 

‘Their conduct makes a mockery 
of all our cherished beliefs. Perhaps 
we should make it illegal for them to 
learn about Zionism, and should 
force them to read their own writ- 
ers. There is a great disadvantage in 
their putting in a takeover bid for 
our Zionist history and literature: it 
was a success story we don’t want 
them to emulate. 


THE CONSUMER programme 
Kolboiek has scored several scoops 
of late — first the contaminated bu- 
mous, then the diluted oil sold by 
some service stations to motorists, 
and now, the forsaken handicapped 
children in hospitals. 

It was a first-rate example of tele- 
vision investigative journalism. Sev- 
enteen children suffering from vazi- 
ous physical or mental handicaps 
had been completely rejected at 
birth by their parents, and left in 
their hospitals for as much as 
three years. : 

There were enough noble people 
around who were prepared to adopt 
these poor children. One of these 
possible adopters, Esther Sacks, a 
moshavnik, had already adopted 


two such children, apart from her 
own. The problem was that the Min- 
istry of Social Welfare failed to pay 
the adoptive families the miserly sti- 
pend of NIS 400 a month they need- 
ed, even though the Treasury had 
approved a budget of NIS 80.000 for 
that purpose. 

Meanwhile, keeping each child 
in hospital was costing the Health 
Ministry NIS 7,200 ἃ month. Obvi- 
ously, apart from the economic ab- 
surdity of keeping the children in 
hospital, a hospital is an unsatisfac- 
tory environment for bringing up a 
child. Furthermore, the bed that the 
child occupied could be used for a 
Teaily sick child. 

As Rafi Ginat brought out these 
horrifying facts, we wondered what 
kind of answer would come from the 
Ministry of Social Welfare. Dr. 
Yitzhak Kandel, in charge of the 
programmes for the handicapped, 
was obviously a sensitive and sym- 
pathetic man. Unfortunately, he 
was not very articulate. 

His explanation was that the 17 
children are only a tiny part of the 
problem: he has 1,000 handicapped 
children in need of belp. and he is. 
fighting for a budget to provide for 
them all. So he considers the chiJ- 
dren in hospital something of a red 
herring, and that solving their spe- 
cific problem would hinder his fight 
for a total solution. 

Perhaps 1 erred, but I think that 
this was what he was trying to say. In 
any case, eventually he threw up his 
hands completely, and promised to 
solve the problem of the 17 in the 
immediate future. I am sure that all 
viewers were immensely pleased. It 
was a major and well-deserved vic- 
tory for Kolbotek .

“Radio had been the perfect vehicle for serious 
journalism by serious correspondents,” Halber- 
stam writes.

THE LAST illusion in Israeli politics is that the 
coming elections will settle matters. Given the 
structure of the local political system, this is 
highly unlikely. A clear electoral mandate for 
cither of the conflicting ideological positions 
dividing the nation appears as unlikely as a 
majority for either of the major parties. 

_ There may be little likelihood that the elec- 
tions will serve as a referendum on the future of 
the territories. They can provide, however, a 
personal mandate for the future prime minister. 
This could be accomplished by allowing for the 
direct election of the prime minister. 

Popular election of the prime minister would, 
of course, not guarantee strong leadership, let 
alone wise leadership. But at the very least. the 
nation’s leader would’have un additional source 
of strength — national majority electoral support 
~ that he lacks today and is likely to lack tomor- 
row, under any conceivable electoral outcome. 

α Popular election of the Prime minister (and 
his deputy) is one of the proposals in the Tel 
Aviv Jaw professors’ proposed constitution. Ac- 
cording to their proposal, the prime minister 
wouid be elected in a direct, popular ballot. [f 
no candidate received at least 45 per cent of the 
popular vote, there would be a second round 
between the two leading contenders within 10 
days. As the first round would be held together 
with the Knesset elections, the run-off would 
take place after the composition of the incoming 
Knesset had been determined. δ 

, This scheme deserves to be considered out- 
side the framework of the ambitious constitn- 
tional proposal and on its own merits. {t cou 
be adopted separately and swiftly by amendi 
present law. 

Ideologically, the proposal is neutral. It τι - 
resents a policy choice in favour of strong gov- 
emment. As this is in the interest of both major 
Parties, assuming they believe that the next 
prime minister will be their party leader, it 
Should enjoy their common support. 

Israel's present predicament cries out for 
strong leadership. While neither Shamir nor 
Peres is made of the stuff of a Charles de 
Gaulle, a popular mandate would at least let 
them try... 


UNDER CONDITIONS of strong party leader- 
ship, the proposal for popular election of the 
prime minister might be superfluous. For exam- 
ple, as the elections approached in 1977, the 
year of Israel's great political upheaval that 
brought Menachem Begin and his Likud to 
power, there was a widespread yearning for the 
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appearance of an Israeli De Gaulle. Then, as 
ποῦν. no resolution of the basic political prob- 
lem of the country -- peace and the future of the 
territories -- seemed in sight. There was no 
consensus solution on the cards. Only a strong 
leader, unfettered by the hindrances of Israel's 
fractured political system, many thought, could 
show the way, in the manner of De Gaulle’s 
decisive resolution of the Algerian dilemma. 

Much of the appeal of the entry of Yigael 
Yadin into the political arena was based on the 
illusion that he was the hoped-for charismatic 
leader — an illusion that he himself apparently 
shared. While the exaggerated expectations 
with regard to Yadin proved short-lived. the 
public intuition that only strong leadership 
could produce results was not so far from the 
mark. As luck had it, however, there-was no 
need for a structural change in government, 
such as the popular election of the prime minis- 
ter, for strong leadership to emerge. 

When he first took office, Begin ruled his 
party with an iron hand. His parliamentary ma- 
jority was slender, but that was largely irrele- 
vant. When it comes to matters of foreign rela- 
tions and national security. the Knesset is

largely neutralized in the face of strong execu- 
tive leadership, in any case. 

Peace with Egypt was the result of strong 
leadership. Certainly the 1977 elections pro- 


* duced no electoral mandate for the withdrawal 


from Sinai, the dismantling of Yamit and the 
Rafiah settlements, and a recognition of the 
legitimate rights of the Palestinians. With no 
mandate other than his commission of office, 
the prime minister led, his party bowed before 
his will, and a decisive majority of the nation 
followed, 

The specific circumstances that made Begin's 
leadership with regard to peace with Egypt pos- 
sible are unlikely to return after the coming 
elections in November. It is true today. as it was 
in 1977, that the outcome of the elections is 
unlikely to produce a clear mandate for any 
particular policy initiative. As in 1977. the post- 
election direction of events will depend largely 
on the decisions of a leadership capable of 
decisive action. 

This will not come from another national 
unity government. Experience has amply dem- 
onstrated that a grand coalition, in Israel's polit- 
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ical reality, cannot bridge the ideological divide 
separating the two major parties. In the matters 
of greatest moment, it functions only as a guard- 
jan of the status quo, neutralizing the Knesset 
by Sree its fissures into the government 
itself. 

Leadership is more likely to come from a 
narrow coalition, led by Shimon Peres. Presum- 
ably, he would proceed with the international 
conference on which be has laboured. But once 
there, he would have to proceed under the 
baleful eye of Yitzhak Rabin, unenthusiastic, if 
not outrightly hostile. 

A narrow coalition led by Yitzhak Shamir 
would be severely inhibited by the continued 
struggle over party leadership within Herut and 
by the probable dependence on extremist right- 
ist parties — Tehiya and perhaps Kach -- for its 
parliamentary majority. Any .meaningful pro- 
posal for expanded autonomy, assuming that 
Shamir does have concrete thoughts in this di- 
rection, would activate internal tensions within . 
the “nationalist camp,” with the settlers’ lobby 
aligning itself with whichever faction took an 
aggressive oppositionist stance. ‘ 

In today’s political reality, no leader in either 
party is tikely, after the elections, to control his 
party or the majority coalition after the fashion 
of Begin in his first term of office. Both major 
parties are rent by factions competing for con- 
trol. Neither Shimon Peres or Yitzhak Shamir 
would appear capable of moving from positions 
that are the lowest common denominator in 
each party, without encountering severe inter- 
nal dissention. : 

A popularly elected prime minister could deal 
more effectively with internal opposition. Un- 
der the Tel Aviv proposal, he would also have 
considerable freedom from coalition jockeying. 
The prime minister would be elected for a four- 
year term. He could be removed from office 
only by a no-confidence vote of three-fifths of 


Knesset and the office of prime minister within 
40 days, according to the proposal. 
Moreover, the prime minister would be the 
unquestioned boss within the government. He 
would appoint the ministers, who would be 
responsible to him and could be dismissed by, 
him. 

Israel faces hard decisions. They are likely to 
be made not in the elections, but after the 
elections. Give whomever leads this nation the 
institutional tools he needs to be able to decide 
and to lead — then pray!

“LOVE ISRAEL -— I just want you 
to love the land!" declared the taxi 
driver as he gave change, slightly 
overcharging me for my trip from 
the airport. What had occasioned 
his exhortation was my refusal to 
accept his confident assertion that 
everything I had seen on British 
television screens conceming recent 
events in the West Bank and Gaza 
was “staged.” mn 

Judea, Samaria and Gaza certain- 
ly garnered a good bit of screen time 
and a large number of front-page 
newspaper columns, during my brief 
stay in the United Kingdom this 
month; but I would not describe the 
Teporting as hostile or even unbal- 
anced, In fact. for the first time in 
my 26 years in Israel. 1 retumed 
home to find the situation worse 
than it looked from abroad. Of 
course, I am referring to the domes- 
tic UK media. 

Despite the above-mentioned 
television minutes and press space, 
the British media did not convey the 
extent of the crisis, which even our 
unflappable prime minister has 
termed “a new situation.” 

Interviews were surprisingly bal- 
anced and comment on the whole 
was even-handed. A piece by Susan 
Crossland in the normally-hostile 
Sunday Times was definitely pro- 
Israel; an editorial in the Spectator 
criticizing David Mellor combined a 
solid background knowledge of the 
history of Israel-Arab conflict with a 
sensitive understanding of our 
concerns. 

By far the nastiest piece that I saw 
appeared in the entertainment 
weekly Time Out, in which play- 
wright Maggie Norris informed her 
readers: 

“In Israel, to have Arab friends 
places you beyond the pale, you be- 
come an immediate enemy. The 
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problem, of course, is one of fear. If 
εἶς becomes known that you have 
been staying with Palestinians. then 
it can be generally ae that See 
will be carrying a bomb In 
shopping bag." The mind boggles: 
Who were her Israeli hosts? 
. Later, she describes her conversa- 
tion with nine-year-old Fatima. 
whose Uncle Ahmed was “one of 
the Palestinians not allowed to re- 
tum home by the Israeli govern- 
ment. On the day in 1967 when Isra- 
el extended its borders and occupied 
the West Bank and the Gaza Strip, 
he happened to be visiting relatives 
in Jordan and was, therefore, like 
many others, presumed to be fight- 
ing.” Really? Was there fighting. 
Ms. Norris? I thought that one day 
Israel simply ‘“‘extended its 
borders.” . 
There are others like Maggie Nor- 
ris; but she is the exception, not the 
rule. We do have enemies in the 
foreign media -- and I mean “ene- 
mies.” as opposed to “critics” — but 
that does not mean that Israel's bad 
press is the result of malice and ig- 
norance. After all, more than 30 
Arabs in Gaza and the West Bank 
havé been killed in the past six 
weeks. ὃ 
Tf I thought my taxi driver and his 
ilk were the only ones who think 
that the problem is one of staged 
newsreels and slanted comment, I 
would leave it at that. But in The 
Jerusalem Post we read this week: 
“Officials in Jerusalem last night re- 


- acted with exasperation and resigna- 


tion to the additional damage done 
to Israel's image abroad by the me- 
dia reports of the disturbances on 
the Temple Mount.” The article 
goes on to lament a BBC report that 
tear gas was fired into the mosques. 

The Post's own reporter, in an 
adjoining column, wrote of “con- 
flicting claims about whether gas 
had been fired into the mosque.” Is 
that really what it is all about? Do 
our officials really believe that British 
or American viewers, listeners and 
readers really care whether the gas 
grenades were fired into the mosque 
or the gas drifted in? There -is.a 
difference, but the difference is 
surely marginal. 

Nobody believes that our security 
forces are simply going around firing 
tear gas for fun; the foreign media 
have reported the riots and violent 
demonstrations fully enough. If we 
really think that more than a month

of continuous rioting, resulting in 
scores of deaths and injured and 
over a thousand arrested, is a media 
problem, it is we — not the foreign 
media — who are guilty of distortion 
and dishonesty. 

Aluf-Mishne Dov Irmiya wrote 
about the Lebanon war: “It is our 
actions which harm us -- not what 
others write about those actions.” I 
think that Irmiya’s statement was an 
over-simplification, but he was not 
very wide of the mark. Certainly, 
when I was asked the usual question 
in London, “Are things really bad 
over there, or are the media simply 
exaggerating?” I could not honestly 
lay it all on the media, 


OF COURSE, not all Israelis are 
involved in media-bashing. Many 
are concemed with the techniques 
of crowd-control: whether our sol- 
diers and police should make more 
use of rubber bullets and water can- 
non; whether they should be issued 
with more truncheons and riot 
shields. Others — including some of 
my colleagues on The Post — call for 
the formation of specially-trained 
squads which would be able to con- 
trol the disturbances without 
bloodshed. 

Anything to avoid the real ques- 
tion: What to do about the future of 
the occupied territories? For almost 
20 years. governments, the Knesset 
and the population as a whole have 
been divided roughly into three 
groups. There are those who regard 
the territories as an albatross and 
want to relinquish them. Another 
group believes that Judea and Sa- 
maria are the heart of the Land of 
Israel and must be retained whatev- 
er the cost. The third group -- by far 
the largest — want to retain the status 
quo, hoping, Micawber-like, that 
something will turn up. 

The fact that the first group is not 
sure to whom the territories should 
be retumed, and the Land of Israel 
faithful have not managed to settle 
in sufficient numbers to make an- 
nexation a viable option, has per- 
mitted the third group, the ostrich- 
es, to prevail. 

The ostriches thought that they 
were getting the best of all possible 
deals: secure borders, strategic 
depth, cheap Arab labour, a captive 
market, IDF training areas and so 
on. In fact, they were getting the 
worst: continuing Arab hostility, a 
rebellious, resentful Palestinian 
population, moral decline, and ero- 
sion of Israel's position in the world 
community. : 

In vain have Prof. Yeshayahu 
Leibowitz and Lova Eliav—to name 
but two- been warning that we Jews. 
are no more capable than the British 
and French of hoiding down a sub- 
ject population without paying the 
necessary price. The ostriches con- 
vinced themselves that there was 
such a thing as a “benign occupa- 
tion.”

The Labour Party and its allies 
have spoken hopefully about “terri- 
torial compromise,” while facilitat- 
ing settlement in the occupied terri- . 
tories that more or less ruled it out. 
Until 1984, the party took no initia- 
tives, preferring, 2s Moshe Dayan 
put it the day after the Six Day War, 
to “wait for the phone call from 
Cairo or Amman.” 

The Likud stepped up settlement 
all over the Land of Israel when it 
came to power in 1977, while care- 
fully refraining from annexing Ju- ἢ 
dea, Samaria and Gaza. It was Men- " 
achem Begin who implemented the 
policy of exchanging territory for 
peace by withdrawing from Sinai un- 
der the terms of the Israel-Egypt 
peace treaty - and even created ἃ 
precedent for dismantling Jewish 
settlements. -

TEFILIN. The Jewish Encyclope- 
dia says ‘see Phylacteries.” That is 
the translation we usually -get 
thoug! lecturer Dennis Prager 
aims that in all his travels he has 
ever met anyone who did not know 
the meaning of “tefilin.” but did 
know what “phylacteries” were. 
ϑ Webster's New 20th Century Dig- 
onary states that the word is de- 
ved from the Greek Phylacterion, 
neaning a fort, from phylassein, to 


lefend or guard. Webster's then: 


gives the following definition: “(1) a 
small, leather case holding fa He 
scribed with scripture Passages: one 
is fastened with leather thongs to the 
forehead and one to the left arm by 
men of orthodox Jewish faith during 
moming prayer. (2) a reminder. (3) 


3 go somenhing wom as a charm or 


safeguard.” * 

. This description, no less than the 
sight of a person binding those odd- 
looking black leather straps and 
boxes around his head and arm dur- 
ing morning prayer, presents a rath- 
er bizarre picture. Why should Juda- 
ism. which so successfully did away 
with hocus pocus and magic fetishes 
in ritual, institute a daily obligation 
to don some special kind of amulet 
or charm? ΄ 

__ In fact, tefilin are not “phylacter- 
ies” or objects serving as a protec- 
tive talisman, but rather a powerful 
and clear statement and donning 
them is an act of profound meaning, 
conveying the very essence of the 
faith and history of Israel. 

The mitzva of tefilin originated in 
Scripture. Four times we are told 
that certain objects must “serve you 
(or “you must bind them”) as a sign 
on your hand and as a reminder (or 
“frontiets”) between your eyes.” 
The passages in the tefilin speak of: 
(1)remembering the Exodus; (2) an- 
ticipating the entry into the Land; 
(3) accepting the kingship of God 
and toving Him; and (4) obeying His 
ordinances. All of Judaism in a 
capsule. 

. Rabbinic Judaism was at times 
criticized for reading the biblical 
precept literally rather than figura- 
tively. Could not “binding as a sign 
on the arm” or keeping “in between 
the eyes” mean simply that one is to 
remember and keep in mind at all. 


times? This view was held not only 
by those who wished to attack the 
Practice of tefilin (ic. NT, Matthew 
23:5, or J.H. Schorr of the Haskala 
Period in Heffalurz, vol. 4). Also 
the famous medieval Tora commen- 
tator and grandson of Reshi, R 
Shmuel ben Meir (Rashbam, 1080- 
1158) believed that this was the true 
“deeper meaning of the verse”. A 
Glose reading of Rashi’s commen- 
tary to Exodus 13:9 may suggest a 
Similar understanding. However, 
the literal interpretation which im- 
plies actual “binding™ is by far the 
more prevalent one and dates back 
to ancient times. 

While aiming no doubt at making 
us “remember” in the deepest sense 
of the word, the “binding” is actual 
and not just figurative. A striking 
example of the methodical approach 
of Scripture to symbolism: tran- 
scending the abstract idea of faith

of allegiance 


along with us some of the more sig- 
nificant memories from yesterday. 
The most important of ail of those 
memories is the fact that we came 
out of slavery into freedom. 

This week's Tora portion includes 
no fewer than 20 commandments 
enjoining us to remember the fact 
that we were freed from slavery. 

Binding oneself to the sovereignty 
of the highest authority of the One 
sets one free from other subjuga- 
tion. To accept the kingship of the 
Almighty is the core of the daily 
morning prayer in the sh'ma. It is 
not accomplished merely by con- 
fessing the oneness of God or some 
other sublime principle of faith or 
theological dogma, but by stating 


, one’s identification with a small but 


crucial piece of human history: 
Egypt and Exodus: enslavement 
and liberation; before and after. 
Only after this awareness is fully 
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into an actual deed of mitzva. 

_ Tora speaks about “binding as a 
sign” in general, the minute details 
of how to prepare the tefilin and 
when to wear them, are all classified 
as halacha I'Moshe miSinai, \aws 
that originated directly from Moses 
at Sinal (Maimonides, Yad Haha- 
zaka, Hilchot Tefilin 1:3). This ter- 


minology is used when referring to’ 


practices that precede even the rab- 
binic period of the Oral Law which 
draws its rulings from the written 
text. Tefilin is indeed one of those 
basic practices of Judaism reaching 
us from earliest antiquity. They are 
mentioned as an “ancient custom” 
by Josephus in the first century and 
there are records of them dating 
back to the Hasmonean period. 

Putting on tefilin as part of the 
daily morning prayer was never 
meant to ward off evil ‘spirits or 
protect one from hostile forces, but 
to instruct us bow to act and to give 
meaning to life. 

Every day is a new day. Accord- 
ing to traditional Jewish liturgy, 
God creates the world anew every 
day (ha-mehadesh b’kol yom ma‘a- 
sei b’reshit). We must not, however, 
enter the worid naked. To give life 
to each new day, we must bring 


established may we proceed to re- 

cite the sh'ma and declare whole- 

— that “The Lord our God is 
6." 


DONNING THE TEFILIN is not 
merely a symbol. It is a way of tak- 
ing an actual pledge of allegiance to 
the One God. In the other passages 
which are placed in the tefilin we are 
enjoined to love him and follow his 
commandments. 

American citizens are familiar 
with the Pledge of Allegiance to the 
Flag: “I pledge allegiance to the flag 
of the United States of America and 
to the Republic for which it stands, 
one Nation under God, indivisible, 
with liberty and justice for all.” 
(The words “under God” were add- 
ed only in 1954!) 

A Jew pledges his allegiance to 
God when binding on his head and 
arm the “sign™ of tefilin (never on 
Sabbath or festivals, which are by 
themselves sufficient “‘signs”). This 
allegiance is expressed clearly in the 
prayer recited prior to the binding of 
the tefilin (see Shulhan Aruch, Orah 
Haim 25,5; Kuzari 3,11). 

Binding ourself with tefilin on the 
head and on the arm, we declare our 
readiness to subject our thoughts 


(head) as well as our feelings (heart, 
which is close to the left arm) and 
our actions (hands) to the service of 
God. The pledge expressed in the 
act of binding itself conveys a com- 
mitment of the total self, heart- 
mind-body, to be “under God,” in- 
divisible. Thus, one expresses in 
action that which follows afterwards 
in words: “You shall love the Lord 
your God with all they heart, with 
all thy soul, with all thy might.” 
Both the shel rosh (the headpiece) 
and the shel yad (the handpiece) of 
the ae contain bode same four Loni 
Shiyot (passages). re is a differ- 
ence, however, between the two. 
The four passages of the shel rosh 
are placed in four te Compart- 
ments within the “box” or “house” 
(bayit) of the tefilin, whereas in the 
shel yad all four parshiyot are writ- 
ten on one it and placed in 
one compartment (O.H. 32,2}. This 
has been interpreted as meaning 
that while we should encourage dif- 
ferences of ideas and opinions, we 


tween putting on the shel yad and 
the shel rosh, to teach that there 
should not be any dichotomy be- 
tween one’s thoughts and one’s ac- 
tions. Actmg without thought or 
thinking without translating the 
thoughts into action are both equa!- 
ly undesirable. 

The act of “binding™ was seen not 
only as accepting God's kingship in 
awe and reverence, but also as a 
binding of ion and love. At 
the end of the ritual, as one ties the 
strap of the tefilin around the fingers 
of the palm of the hand, one recites 
verses taken from the prophet Ho- 
sea (2:21-22) citing God's tender 
love for Israel: “I will betroth you 
unto me forever; I will betroth you 
unto me in righteousness and in jus- 
fice and in compassion. I will be- 
troth you unto me in faithfulness 
and you shall know the Lord.”

Atzmon is pleased that the rein- 
camation of Yiddish theatre is tak- 
ing place in an era in which every 
production can be videotaped for 
posterity. He is also negotiating with 
one of the universities to include a 
Yiddish workshop in its drama de- 
᾿ τ, The Yiddish Theatre, he 
hopes, will be a pivotal point for 
other cultural events. . 

If Atzmon seems over-confident, 
he has good reason to be. Suddenly 
every Yiddish-speaking actor is 
coming out of the woodwork. Habi- 
mah ities and actors associ- 
ated with other companies are con- 
stantly calling him and asking if he 
doesn’t have a smal role for them. 
“What, you speak Yiddish?" he oc- 
casionally asks in genuine surprise. 
“Of course.” comes the reply. “I 
was reared in it. It's my mama 
loshen.”

The tough road to the Seoul market 


AVRAHAM BEN-MAYOR was Zim's 
bureau chief in Seoul for five years. Last 
summer, he suddenly began meeting a lot 
of Israelis in South Korea. He was sur- 
prised that so many were interested in the 
country, a somewhat inaccessible location. 
But he quickly discovered that his fellow 
countrymen were not trying to find ways of 
increasing Israeli exports — they were look- 
ing for ways to import cheap Korean 
goods. 

It is by now common knowledge that 
South Korea is going to become the second 
economic power in South East Asia. 
Therefore, businessmen are racing to ob- 
tain rights as representatives of various 
Korean concems in Israel. Some 20 years 
ago, certain experienced businessmen mis- 
takenly disdained the potential Japanese 
production market, leaving the field to 
young businessmen who subsequently 
made a lot of money holding the rights to 
Japanese agencies in Israel. The Israelis 
were mainly interested in representating 
the Hyundai car manufacturers, hoping for 
ἃ repeat performance of the legendary Su- 
baru success. 


After having trade deficits for years as a 
result of purchasing advanced equipment 
and knowledge and financing it through 
heavy loans from abroad. South Korea 


went into the black with about $4.2 billion ἡ 


surplus in 1986 and about $7 billion in 
1987. 


Israel is in the same boat as other coun- 
tries; it cannot resist buying cheap. high- 
quality electronic components and various 
other goods. Thus. we dropped into the 


red in our trade with South Korea, showing 
a $19 million trade deficit in 1986 with an 
expected $28 million in 1987. But a closer 
look at direct and indirect imports from 
Korea shows that in 1986 imports totalled 
$52.4 million {rather than $34.7 as direct 
imports) leaving Israel with a trade deficit 
of about $37 million, and in 1987 imports 
of $72.9 million ($49 million) leaving Israel 
with a trade deficit of more than $52.5 
million. 

In March, an Israeli commercial delega- 
tion will visit Thailand, the Phillipines, Sin- 
gapore and Korea. Organized by the Isra- 
el-Asia Chamber of Commerce with 
support from the Industry and Trade Min- 
istry, the delegation will try to boost trade 
between Israel and those countries through 
the opening of new, active chambers of 
commerce. Later. Israel wants to appoint 
two new commercial attaches in Bangkok 
and Seoul. 


BUT BOOSTING export to Korea is not 
an easy job. The fact is that the Koreans 
prefer not to purchase anything from 
abroad if they can produce it themselves 
with the protection of non-tariff barriers. 
‘When they do purchase an item which they 
cannot produce, they then try to teach 
themselves how to manufacture it locally. 
Once they have the capacity to manufac- 
ture the new product for their own mar- 
ket's population of 42 million people — 
along with a fair chance to export ~ they 
then close the market to foreign competi- 
tion. Within a few years, they endeavour to 
make themselves the best and cheapest 


manufacturers before reopening their 
market. 

In a way, they have been imitating the 
Japanese, becoming powers in those indus- 
tries the Japanese are abandoning for more 
profitable. higher-technology fields (up- 
ladder-process). They, like the Japanese. 
are using their undervalued won currency 
as the main tool to gain surpluses, exposing 
themselves to greater pressure from the 
Americans who account for about one 
third of their export. (Taiwan. which pre- 
fers not to be pressured by the United 
States, has appreciated its currency against 
the’ American dollar.) 

In addition to these problems, there are 
other obstacles which will not be easy for 
Israel to overcome. In 1978, under then- 
foreign minister Moshe Dayan, Israel com- 
mitted the fatal error of closing down its 
embassy in Seoul for budgetary reasons. 
Since then,.the Koreans have been stead- 
fastly refusing to allow Israel to reopen its 
embassy. The Israeli ambassador to Japan 
is the non-resident ambassador to Korea, 
the same is the case with our commercial 
attache. 

This situation is very convenient for the 
Koreans who, since the first oil shock. have 
acquired many vested interests in the Arab 
world. In order to finance their need for 
foreign exchange. the Koreans have estab- 

lished construction firms which work 
abroad. They have signed huge contracts 
in the Gulf countries and Libya. With the 
Arab world supplying projects, jobs and 
foreign exchange, Israeli officials see no 
chance of changing Korean attitudes to 
Israel. 


Moreover, Korea simply wants to get 
through the Olympic Games as safely as 
possible and with as few shocks as it can. 
Wanmning up their relationship with Israel 
can only threaten Arab participation in the 
games. And the South Koreans are eager 
to reap the iaternational recognition which 
their new world economic position war- 
rants. Even the Americans and American 
Jewry have been convinced that the Kore- 
ans cannot at present afford a closer rela- 
tionship with fsrael. ~ 


FOR NOW, everybody is awaiting the 
post-Olympic Games era. Meanwhile, it 
seems, the Arabs are less concerned about 
the export of goods by Korea to israel as 
long as it does not strengthen the enemy. It 


‘is likely that the Arabs now support mer- 


cantilism because they believe that the 


squeezing of Israeli foreign exchange . 


might harm us. 

So we are flooded with cheap gym shoes 
from Korea. If we try to curb the flood, it 
enters indirectly as the above-mentioned 
figures show. The Trade Ministry is ambiv- 
alent as to how it should treat this invasion. 
On the one hand, Israel wants reciprocal 
trade relations — which is not the case when 
one country feeis free to export to another 
yet prohibits its counterpart from export- 
ing freely to its own markets. On the other 
hand, it is cheap and can keep prices down. 

The situation now is good for local man- 
ufacturers and importers. Quotas on im- 
ports keep the prices high — and everybody 
is happy: local manufactures can continue 
being inefficient, and importers have a 
“quotas profit” as defined by economists. 
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Israel has many advantages over Korea 
in the military field. But even here the 


. Koreans want Israel to implement a buy- 


back system that would permit us to pur- 
ceae forea goods equal to half the value 


” of our exports to Korea. Thus, Elbit, one 


of the most sophisticated manufacturers of 
military electronic devices, is forced to buy 
Korean computers as part of its regular 
trade with South Korea. However, at Elbit 
they are happy with the quality they re- 
ceive. The Korean electronics components 
are so good and so cheap that electronic 
companies here intend to increase their 
buying-sprees in Korea at the expense of 
such traditional sources as the United 
States. “Their cost performance is the 
best,” says one Israeli expert. 

About two-thirds of the Israeli export to 
Korea is bromide, a product hard to ac- 
quire elsewhere. The aim is to have bro- 
mide comprise about $35-40 million in ex- 
port figures within the next three to four 
years. Besides that, Israelis should work 
very, very hard to get a comer in the 
Korean markets. For that, however, Israeli 
companies will need a great deal of pa- 
tience, slowly building up relationships 
with local buyers and agencies rather than 
looking for a “deal.” The system in Korea 
is. individual, long-term relationship, with 
face-to-face contact rather than through 
telex or other indirect means disliked by 
the Koreans — apparantly the reason that 
they tend not to reply to letters. 

One commercial mission will not be 
enough. This might be only the beginning 
of a new era in our relations with South: 
East Asia. 


It’s better to be 
an Ashkenazi 


REALITY has shattered many Is- 
raclis’ dreams of equality. One gen- 
eration after the establishment of 
the State of Israel, there are even 
signs that the gap between rich and 
poor and between Ashkenazim and 
Sephardim has widened. 

Two studies recently published by 
the Bank of Israel on the income 
and education levels of ethnic 
groups show that efforts to integrate 
Jews from different backgrounds 
have failed. Indeed, the research, 
conducted by Shlomo Yitzhaki and 
Shinuel Amir. paints a gloomy pic- 
ture of society. 

In his study of life in the ‘70s, 
Amir found that educational levels 


Amir suggests that there were two 
factors that contributed to the nar- 
rowing of the income gap between 
Ashkenazim and Separadim during 
the Seventies. First Arabs from the 
administered territories took the 
place of Jews in low paid. unskilled, 
occupations. Second, there was a 
rise in the political and social status 
of Jews of Oriental origin, which 
enabled more of them to enter se- 
nior jobs. 


YITZHAKI asked different kinds 
of questions in his study, such as: 
What are the chances that a low- 
income worker is of Oriental origin, 
and that a Sephardi will have a rela-

of both Ashkenazim and Sephardim 
rose, but more of a rise was noted 
among the former. Thus. while the 
overall gap in earning power be- 
tween the two groups narrowed, the 
part of that gap influenced by educa- 
tion grew. The gap in earnmg power 
attributed to discrimination was 
slightly reduced, but its effect could 
still be felt. 

Ashkenazim invested more in 
education than their Oriental coun- 
terparts. In addition. according to 
the research, the difference between 
the educational levels of second- 
generation Jews from Western 
countries and that of their Sephardi 
contemporuries was greater than 
that between their parents. 

The main reason that the gap be- 
tween the average incomes of the 
two ethnic groups narrowed was due 
to demographic changes which were 
translated into political power. 

Amir's conclusion is that social 
policies implemented in the first 30 
years of the country's existence to 
overcome inequality failed to bridge 
the ethnic gap.

emerges that one could predict earn- 
ing power on the basis of ethnicity, 
and vice versa. 


Furthermore, Blac found a 
large de, of homogeneity in 
terms of ἔδουσι within a of the 
two main ethnic Jewish groups. This 
means that each group was more or 
less closed. If one adds to the pic- 
ture the Arab population, some- 
thing which Yitzhaki does not do, 
the picture would be depressing. In 
terms of income, Israeli society has 
become segmented, with each per- 
son living within his own class and 
eda, and with very little chance of 
upward movement. 


Even more distressing is the fact 
that Yitzhaki, like Amir, found that 
inequalities among the second gen- 
eration of Israelis — those who had 
been born and educated in the coun- 
try — were not smaller than among 
their fathers. One could still predict 
social-economic status on the basis 
of ethnic origin of men and women 
born and raised in Israel. 


Yitzhaki, tike Amir, suggests that 
many inequalities were generated 
by differences in the level of educa- 
tion, and proposes that social policy 
should concentrate in this area, 
rather than in attempting to directly 
influence income levels. 

This, of course, throws light on 
the recent debates surrounding the 
budgetary allocations for education. 
The government's decision to post- 
pone implementing free kindergar- 
ten for three and four year olds will 
make it difficult for the next genera- 
tion to narrow the ethnic gap. As 
outlays on education are slashed, 
hopes for the future fade.

EVERYBODY knows what a fam- 
ily business is. It’s that fellow down 
the road whose son will join him in 
the shop when he finishes the army, 
and Friedman the lawyer whose eld- 
est daughter is just finishing her in- 
ternship and will probably become a 
partner in dad's practice -- why not, 
after all... And that factory in the 
industrial area where three brothers 
run the show — whadjamacailem, 
Mizrahi, isn’t it? ~ anyway two of 
their boys. and a son-in-law I think, 
are now in the business, and they're 
talking of expanding, maybe open- 
ing a factory outlet... 

All these are indeed family busi- 
nesses. And when we say everybody 
knows one, we mean everybody. 
Like everybody knows a Fiat car. 
And everybody knows a bottle of 
Seagrams whisky. And everybody 
knows what a General Dynamics F- 
15 is. And everybody knows what 
the King David Hotel is. Because 
Fiat, Seagrams and General Dy- 
namics — and, on the local scene, 
Osem, Dan Hotels and Carmel Car- 
pets - are family businesses. True, 
many of them are publicly-quoted 
companies; but they remain family- 
dominated, in ownership and often 
in management. 

So the first thing to note about 
family businesses is that they come 
in all, shapes and sizes, from ‘the 
smallest local units to massive, 
.multi-national corporations. There 
have always been family businesses, 
and no doubt always will be. What is 
new is that they have become a sep- 
arate area of academic research, and 
one of the spin-offs of this is that 
their unique features, both positive 
and negative, are becoming more 
widely appreciated, both by them- 
selves and the general public. 

Prof. Peter Davis of the Wharton 
Business School of the University of 
Pennsylvania is-one of the pioneers 
of this field of study. He and his 
colleagues have been examining the 
issues that concern family business- 
es for several years past, and they 
have developed semmars and pro- 
grammes to help such businesses un- 
derstand themselves and plan their 
futures better. 

Recently. he held a three-day 
seminar on this topic at Jerusalem’s 
new Hyatt Hotel under the auspices 
of an organization called Machshava 
Kadima Ltd., which was founded by 
Alon Braude. Braude became in- 
volved in the family business study 
programmes when he was at Whar- 
ton through an exchange pro- 
gramme with Tel Aviv University. 
As a third-generation member of a 
family business (one of the country's 
leading accountancy firms), he had a 
natural affinity to the subject. 

Davis sought “to pack a month’s 
material into the three days,"’ as he 
put it. It wasn't that difficult for 
him, because ‘I’m addressing the 
same issues as in the States: rela~ 
tions between the family members,

the phases of corporate develop- 
meni, when ic sell or go public, 
personal career development, and 
so on. The circumstances and envi- 
ronmental factors may be different 
in Israel, but the basic issues facing 
family businesses are the same all 
over the world.” 

However, he did note that Israelis 
in family businesses seem to have 
less self-confidence than their 
American counterparts. We sug- 
gested the answer lay in the fact that 
they operated in a hostile environ- 
ment, hemmed in by Big Brother- 
type government and a societal atti- 
tude that regards wealth 
accumulation and business success

ing, if it works. The business then 
runs by a process of reaching con- 
sensus at ihe tcp decision-making 
levei, while ihe translation into day- 
to-day management may be left to 
one or more family members active- 
ly involved. or even to hired 
managers." 

In any event, Davis stresses, the 
consensus approach requires adult 
behaviour on the part of the family; 
childish attitudes will quickly prove 
fatal. Furthermore, the chairman, 
or CEO, must spead a good deal of 
time on what in a public company 
would be termed “shareholder rela- 
tions”: explaining, sounding out and 
pacifying where necessary the vari- 
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with a mixture of suspicion, distaste 
and envy. 


Having shown seminar partici-- 


pants that they:generally share com- - 


mon backgrounds and perspectives, 
Davis is then able to go on and place 
“family business” as a theoretical 
structure within a conceptual frame- 
work that makes sense to most of 
them. The standard family business 
tends to be founded and then domi- 
nated by an autocratic and single- 
minded personality. That explains 
its sucvzss, ic whatever extent it 
achieves any, but it also brings with 
it problems as time goes on. Auto- 
cratic papa usually has no interest or 
belief in planning the company’s fu- 
ture. When he goes, therefore, 
there is often a lapse into 
disorganization. 

“From disorganization, the busi- 
ness can move in three general di- 
rections.” says Davis, picking up the 
tale. “If there is no one to take over, 
for whatever reason, it can dissolve 
altogether by sale to outsiders or 
through being split up among the 
family members. Either way, it ceas- 
es to exist in the old sense. 

“Or, it can go into a further peri- 
od of domination by one central fig- 
ure — as also occurs fairly frequently 
when one son is clearly more capa- 
ble than other family members, and 
the others either become subordi- 
nate or drop out. ᾿ 

“There is also the option of ἃ 
‘family community.’ This is the most 
difficult, but by far the most satisfy-

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ous groups of owners. “Taking fam- 
ily for granted is simply asking for 
trouble.” 

The definition of a family business 
is straightforward: Family starts at 
the second generation, so that when 
you bring in the kids, you have a 
genuine family business. One of the 
major issues facing these enterprises 
is how to keep business out of family 
life. and vice-versa, while at the 
same time discovering how to suc- 
cessfully integrate the two. The 
proviem., of course, is simply put; 
the solutions are many and complex. 

But some people do manage. Sur- 
veys in the U.S. reveal that family 
businesses represent about 70 per 
cent of all firms in the economy, 
showing that they are the preferred 
way of corporate life. Of course, the 
great bulk of these are small, but 
they still account altogether for 
about one-third of total GNP. The 
big ones are, as noted above, very 
big indeed: 100 out of the Fortune 
500 are family businesses. 

But, inevitably perhaps, most 
family businesses do not become dy- 
nasties, because the family doesn’t 
retain control. Only about 30 per 
cenit of the successful family busi- 
nesses built up by the first, or 
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founder's, generation go into sec- 
ond-generation family hands, and 
only 13 per cent are left in the con- 
trol of the third generation. The ca- 
sualty rate reflects success, leading 
to buyouts, mergers and so on, as 

” well as failures in business or in fam- 
ily relations. 


The weaknesses of family busi- 
nesses need little elaboration — they 
are the stuff of television soap op- 
eras. But their strengths should not 
be underestimated. 


The most obvious of these is that 
family businesses allow for continu- 
ity, if they are managed correctly, as 
well as the maintenance of whatever 
formula was responsible for the 
original success. The ability to trans- 
fer knowledge, of markets, people, 
and the like, is also very important. 
Some industries are more suited to 
taking advantage of these possibili- 
ties, so that family businesses are 
especially prominent in sectors such 
as real-estate contractors. distribu- 
tion, retail establishments, food in- 
dustries, generally, and -even in 
manvfacturing (Campbe}l Soup is a 

“good enough example). 

Davis reports: that recent years 
have seen a εἰρυδοδαι increase in 
the tendency of young people to go 
into their family businesses, where 
the opportunity is available. Among 

. the reasons for this trend, he sug- 
gests, are that business has become 

* more respectable, that the formerly- 
dominant ideology of “big is beauti- 
ful” that attracted many young peo- 
ple to salaried jobs in big 
corporations has been reversed and 
that family businesses, both intu- 
itively and empirically, seem to be 
offering more chance for personal 

᾿ success, and with it the prospect of 
both wealth and influence. 

In today’s Israel, where the estab- 
lished conglomerates and power 
centres are under pressure, if not 
actually crumbling, it is hardly sur- 
prising that this message is attracting 
more attention. Although some of 
the largest family-run businesses in 
the country have run into trouble in 
recent years — the Recanatis face the 
prospect of seeing Israel Discount 
Bank nationalised, the Mosevic and 
other founding families at Elite have 
had control wrested from them, and 
the Gehls of Dubek and the Schiff 
family are under siege — the future 
of the family business, as a genre, 
seems better than ever.

Banks files clean, says top taxman

TEL AVIV -- A careful study of the 
tax-paying habits of the major banks 
Tevealed a clean record, Income Tax 
Governor Yair Rabinowitch said 
yesterday. 

Ata Beit Sokolov press conferen- 
cem, he said that while no major 
problems were found in the banks’ 
records, his force of tax collectors 
would institute new measures to 
catch tax cheats from all sectors of 
the economy. 

One innovation will be the cre- 
ation within the vext several days of 
a new seven-person unit to deal with 
nov-criminal “problem files.” He 
said the unit would handle only ma- 
jor and exceptional cases. For exam- 
ple, the unit won’t be saddled with 
the files of open-market vendors. 

Rabinowitch said the number of 
such files was very smal] and was 
spread nearly evenly throughout the 


country. The cases reviewed by the 
special] unit would be selected by the 
income tax commissioner, he said. 


It is estimated that between 12 
and 32 per cent of Israelis evade 
income taxes, com with esti- 
mates of 14-27 per cent in the U.S., 
Rabinowitch said. Major tax evad- 
ers are criminals who live on prosti- 
tution, burglary, drug sales, or on 
pirate cable television, he added. 


Income tax revenues grew 3 per 
cent in 1987, even though the maxi- 
mum tax rate was reduced to 48 per 
cent, he noted. 

Another major programme will 
seek to establish tax inspection by 
trade instead of by région. Tax in- 
spectors will specialize in services 
such as auto repair, travel agencies 
and detective agencies as well as 
retail stores stocking electrical ap- 
pliances, jewelry and furniture. 

The trial programme will be im- 


plemented only in the Dan region. 
where there are many examiners 
and businessmen. Such a pro- 
gramme would be inefficient in an 
area such as Beersheba, he said. 

“During the year, we'll see if it 
gives better results,” Rabinowitch 
said. Last year a limited trial was 
instituted and yielded promising re- 
sults. he added. 


Rabinowitch also repeated his op- 
position to reviving the surtax on 
top income earners. The govern- 
ment promised to repeal the surtax, 
he said, and to renege on the com- 
mitment would damage governmen- 
tal credibility in the eyes of the 
public. 

Rabinowitch said that this year his 
ageucy would strive to ensure that 
everyone turns in their tax declara- 
tion on time. Fifteen per cent of tax 
declarations are taken at face value.

IF the life of the national unity government were a subject for 
gambling bookies, few bettors would have come forward in 
1984 willing to wage that this bifurcated coalition would re- 
main alive and kicking for a full four years. And yet at each 
stage along the way, at each brawl and incipient bust up, it was 
the cynics whose predictions prevailed. 

This week again, the nation heard the Labour Party propose 
early elections, albeit with more wistfulness than zest. The 
party operatives know that the Knesset arithmetic is against 
them, for they would need Likud votes to carry the day. And 
Mr. Shamir, without a dissenting peep from his rivals, has 


rejected any such notion. 


Moreover, he has taken the high ground. Elections now, he 
has thundered, which would actually mean elections in the 
summer, would seem a victory for Arab insurgency. Who can 


prove him wrong? 


Thus Labour remains nailed to the hook: it can only exit but 
not extinguish the government or it can languish but not lead. 

The result is a Labour Party that snipes and snarls at the 
government of which it is a part, but lacks the mettle to leave 
it.

Peres were tempted, which he isn’t, would Mr. Rabin agree? 
And if so, how could Labour vacate the defence portfolio at a 
time like this to ~ a real possibility - Mr. Sharon? 

But another hindrance is political substance itself. At no 
point during the present crisis in the territories has the Labour

What justification then for a demonstrative exit? For such a 
step, the ground would have to be prepared. And that would 


mean sharpening the differences with the Likud, so that the 
electorate, including the cynics, would perceive a party that 
bas more than a past that distinguishes it from the Likud, but 
also a different present and different future. 

Instead of doing that, Labour, and therefore the Likud as 
well, are going to sharpen their differences in the agonizingly 
long run-up up to November from within their improbable 
government partnership. They will rage like blooded cocks in a 
cage and this will be called cabinet government on Sundays 
and free electoral competition the rest of the week — all for the 
greater edification of our democracy. And off stage, like a 
theatre with two sets, there will be an alternative scene for the 
post-election climax, called Another National Unity 


Government. 


Not much edification is to be sought in this process, not 
much democracy and certainly not much reasoned and rational

He was 
one of the main sponsors of the 
ill-fated Declaration of Venice in 
1980. Today he is spearheading the 
resumption of the EC's economic 
and financial assistance to Syria —a 
well-known centre of state terror- 
ism. Not so long ago, he invited King 
Hussein of Jordan to participate in a 
conference of EC foreign ministers 
in Bonn to be held on February 8.

The German foreign minister 
praised the leading role of Syria in 
the search for peace and stability. I 
hope some of the personalities Mr. 
Genscher will meet in Israel during 
his visit will refresh his memory 
which seems to have overlooked the 
fact that President Assad instructed 


his troops to murder thousands of . 


civilians in the city of Hama in 1982, 
a massacre which the moral 
preachers of the EC conveniently 
continue to ignore. Syrian soldiers 
butchered Palestinians in Lebanon 
and Ammesty International just pub- 
lished a detailed document about 
torture and mistreatment in Syrian 
prisons. The foreign policy of Mr. 
Genscher regarding the Near East is 
one-sided to say the least.
